Tho horse will not perform effi­ 
ciently in a n ill-fitting harness 
I he raw sores th a t develop are 
due, in most instances, to plu ng­

harness is not properly adjusted. 
It Is esp. . gully important that tho 
h o ise collar be of the right kin*!, 
shape and size. A well-fitted col­ 
lar does not choko and distributes 
the dr ift over the entire shoulder. 
During tho winter m onths mn«t 
farm horses are groomed very lif- 
tle and the long heir of the w in­ 
ter coats is 
el 
handicap wb^rj 
Hiring comes. 
It is best to re­ 
move the old flair at once, by 
clipping. 
This is important as it 
increases the 
efficiency 
of 
the 
hor • 
It prevents tho extrem e 
sweating and lathering that would 
otherwise take place as the heavy 
work goes on and the w eather 
becom es warm. 
Due to the fact that tho direct 
farm income Is m ainly from cat­ 
tle, hogs, or sheep, the care of tho 
farm horse end m ule is gener­ 
ally neglected. 
It should be re­ 
m em bered that the incom e from 
the other classes of live stock de­ 
pends upon Hie crops that the farm 
produces; and the horse furnishes 
the power that m akes farm oper­ 
ations possible. More care for tho 
work horse will In the end effect a 
saving and incr«^se lh*; efficiency 
on m any farms. 
Bo fair to tho 
horre, by doing the things that 
will give him a good chance to 
gi% e his best during the present 
season.
